Each time a book is located 
on the shelves which has been banned by the City of 
Chicago, it costs $4,000 to have it taken care of. 








On July 24, 1965, the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment arrested several individuals operating bookstores 
on South State Street owned by LOUIS ARGER and removed 
from these stores all books considered to be obscene.
